All old oak stiiinj) in the pasture was tlic liiding place of Helix 
nionodon. l^eneatli fern roots in a cluinp of oak tree> in the inter- 
vale I diseovcred ]\[aerocvclis eoncava, Succinea obliqua and 
Vitrina liin])ida, perliaps tlie most sliïny and diíbcult to handle of 
all shclls, aftcr being ])lnnged into hot water ])revions to eleaning. 
Lastly, Avliere the brook nioistened the inossy roeks and the roots of 
the great beacdi trees, was the home of the ])laiiily beautiful Helix 
albolabris. Only in one spot did I find the asteriseus. Perhaps 
^lorse foLind his type speeiniens in that identical s|)ot. Whether he 
did or llot is immaterial, bnt he coiild hardly have found a better 
plaee, or exjjerienced more pleasure iii the discovery than I did. 

It was Edward S. ^lorse who remarked that the multitnde of 
intelligent young people who spend hours in the pnzzle departmeiits 
of magazines, and obtain sini])ly an aiiswer to clever word jnggling, 
could lind eípially entertainiíig puzzles in Xatiire’s book, the solving 
of which woiild briíig more than mere words, They would íind 
that the life history of natural objects had all the fascination of a 
well-written story—the tiirning of everv page, aroiising increased 
interest in what might follow. 

Our young students of conchology shoiild be induced to look 
among the little shells for new discoveries. Anybody can pick ii]) 
Helix albolabris in its home, but only those who know what they 
are looking for can find Planogyra asteriseus. Let us see if the 
influence of ]\[orse and his ]^)ethel shells can be made to animate a 
new generation of pupils.

NOTE ON CREPIDUIA GLAUCA SAY.

]My friend, ]\Ir. John Ford, raises the question of the omission of 
this alleged species from the list of Mollusks of our southeastern 
coast and asks for an ex])lanation. In rejdy, I would say that the 
specimeiïs named (\ (jlnura by KStinqison and others among the older 
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iiíUiiralists, which liavo coiiic under my notico 1 iíiv(í all apiK'iired to 
me to be referable to C. JornicaUi (L) Lam., or to tlie varicty of 
C, convexd í^ay which has grown ii})oii a broad, not very convex, or 
perhaps a partly coiicave siirface. A finc series ofshells froïn (’a])C 
May, siihmittecl to me by ^Ir. Ford as C. fjl·iucn come under the 
latter catcgory. They are distiuct from 0. foDiicdtd, ])iit thoy do 
not show the characters called íbr by Say’s description, which iii 
itself presents no fcatures to distinguish the shell he describcs írorn 
the young and spotted íbrm of C. fornicata, lo which I have no 
doubt it belonged. Such shells are iii the National Museinn labeled 
(7. ghiucd by Stimpson. Jt may not be known to all oiir concholo- 
gists that the extremely high and iisually dark-colorcd forms of 
Crcpidida,>\\iA\ as C. convexd (typical) and C'. cnZanee of Califòrnia, 
derive their peeiiliar appearance from roosting on sonie gasteropod, 
and that wider and less elevated forms of the same speeies can 
alniost always be found, if uot in the same locality, at least in a 
geographical series of widc range. ddie difhculties, in the way of a 
satisfactory determination of such semi-])arasitic forms as the Cdlyp- 
trceidce are very great, and increase in my experience with the 
amount of material snhjeeted to stndy. That there may l)e a distinct 
forin entitled to be called Cl glaiicd I do not wish ])ositively to deny, 
biit I niust coiifess that I have never seen one and therefore have 
gra ve doubts of its existence.
